in announcing against Moses, insisted 
their action was evoked by threats 
that they would be deprived of com- 
mittee chairmanships if they failed to 
support the outspoken New Hampshire 
member. 

Borah and Norris defied retaliatory 
action but it seemed unlikely tonight 
that such a move would be male 
against them. Until the dispute is 
fought dut on the senate floor next 
week, there is no telling what may 
happen. However, democratic aversion 
to taking over control of the senate 
without a majority is expected to pre- 
clude an upset in the senate repub- 


lican organization. 
The independents have no intention 
of attempting to replace Moses with a 
democrat. They are preparing to sup- 
port Senator McNary, of Oregon, the 
popular assistant republican leader, or 
the veteran Wesley Jones, of Wash- 
ington.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dee. 3.— 
(P)—A river-front fire, made spec- 
tacular by a series of chemical ex- 
plosions, shook the city tonight, re- 
sulting injuries to several persons 
and damage unofficially estimated at 


„000. 

Believed to have originated in a 
corner of a warehouse stored. xith ni- 
trate of soda and other chemiéals, the 
flames flared into gigantic propor- 
tions with intermittent blasts roek- 
ing buildings and breaking windows 
near the scene. 

Three firemen and several specta- 
tors were given emergency treatment 
at hospitals, but none was said to bé 
seriously injured. Captain Joe Acosta 
was coniined to a hospital got after 
being knocked unconscious by a fly- 
ing timber. 

The British steamship Maltram, of 
the Mallory line, loaded with pota- 
toes, was moored in the slip near the 
blaze, but frantic calls to à tug 
brought assistance and the vessel es- 
caped into the safety of the St. Johns 
river. 

Several other small craft were at 
the docks but managed to slip out 
into the river before the fire grew 
Severe. 

Thousands of spectators were sent 
scurrying through the streets when 
series after series of explosions sent 


showers of timbers and sparks ‘into

said the humorist. “that you eat a 
whale—not a large whale, mind you, 
Just a, medium-sized whale.” 

The general impression that fish, 
being rich in phosphorus, is an ex- 
cellent brain food is not necessarily 
true. The fact that fish is a lighter 
food than meat, makes a satisfying 
dish and is easily digested, may be 
partially responsible for this repu- 
tation. We do know that in the old 
schools the masters found that, while 
fish made a goo] meal, it was not 
so heavy that it prevented clear think- 
ing. e superstition that fish is a 
brain food is said to have originated 
there. 

Iodine, which is so necessary for 
the normal functioning of the thyroid 
glands for the prevention of iter, is 
present in most fish, especially the 
salt-water fish. We also find that 
they contain copper and iron, which 
are essential to the body in the pre- 
vention of anemia. Shell fish, such 
as oysters, are especially rich in these 
two minerals. 

It is an old belief that the months 
to eat all' sorts of sea foods are the 
R months—that is, those months 
which contain an R in their spelling. 
December is the middle R month and 
the height of the sea-food season. As 
an exception to this rule, however, 
we find that some sea foods are more 
appealing during the summer months 
and many are found on the market 
all year. 

Codfish, haddock and halibut may 
be had the year around, but are not 
really good in June, July or August. 
Flounders are best in May, shad are 
best in April and May and are in sea- 
son only in spring and early summer. 
Bluefish come in summer and early 
fall. Oysters and scallops are win- 
ter fish; clams are year-round fish, 
but are much used in the summer 
when oysters are out of season. Lob- 
sters are to be found on the market 
throughout the year, but are best 
from June to September. Crab, like- 
wise, are best in summer. 

The use of fish instead of meat for 
one meal a week offers variety and 
is a very inexpensive way of serving 
body building materials. Aside from 
being used on the family’s menu, and 
as a course in a formal dinner, there 
are many occasions where seafood 
dishes will prove interesting as well 
as delicious. Shrimp creole or New- 
berg, oysters fried or on the half shell, 
crabmeat prepared in one of a variety 
of ways will make any one a delight- 
ful oe for a luncheon or bridge 
sup 

Fresh fish have firm flesh, bright 
gills and eyes and do not have an 
offensive odor. In oy fish there is 
a danger of ptomaine@oisoning. This 
danger is greatest in fish that have 
been frozen and have thawed some 
time before they are used. Fish should 
be cleaned immediately after coming 
from market. They should then be 
washed. wiped and sprinkled with 
salt. If set in a refrigerator they 
should be covered to keep the fish 
odor from other foods, 

To remove the scales, hold the fish 
by the tail and with a small sharp 
knife scrape firmly toward the head. 
Scrape slowly to prevent scales from 
flying. 

If the fish is to be baked the fins 
are trimmed and the head and tail 
are left on, otherwise they are ra- 
moved. To open a fish make an inci- 
sion, split the fish from the gills half- 
way to the tail. Remove the entrails 
rape and clean. opening far enough 
to remove the blood. Wipe with a 
cloth that has been wrung’ out in cold 
water, 

To bone a fish, begin at the tail 
run a sharp knife under the flesh to 
the backbone. Open the fish and, 
working from the tail, close to the 
middle, eut the bones in the same 
way on the other side and across the 
backbone at the head and tail. The 
backbene can then be lifted out. The 
small bones may be left in the flesh 
or picked out. 

Oysters should not be washed as 
washing destroys the flavor. After 
they have been taken from the shells 
it is only necessary to pick out bits of 
broken shells before serving or pre- 
paring them for cooking. 

Clams may be opened with very lit- 
tle trouble. They should be scrubbed 
thoroughly with a vegetable brush 
then placed in a pan and in the oven 
until the shells pop open. 

To boil fresh shrimp, wash well and 
cover with boiling water, allowing 
about one-half tablespoon salt to 
every quart. Cook about 20 minutes 
or until they turn red. Remove the 
shells with a small sharp knife and 
take out the intestinal vein which 
runs to the tail portion. 

A lobster may be prepared for 
splitting either by inserting a sharp 
knife in its back between the body 
and tail shells to cut the spinal cord, 
or it may be plunged into boiling 
water for about five minutes, then 
removed. Cross the large claws and 
with a sharp-pointed knife cut 
through the body and the entire 
length of the tail. Open and remove 
the stomach and intestinal canal.

Death Penalty 
For Alphonso. 


Death is the penalty which has 
been demanded by a parliamentary 
subcommittee inquiring into the con- 
duct of King Alphonso in the matter 
of sending parliament home in 1923 
and making General Primo de Rivera 
dictator. The heaviest charge 
against the ex-king, however, was the 
fact that he ordered an attack on 
Abd-El Krim, the N te Riffian 
leader, a year later. The Spanish 
army in Morocco was not only beaten 
in that campaign, but it was virtually 
wiped out. Abd-El Krim would have 
swept right on to coast had it not been 
that the French came to the aid of 
the Spanish. When the news of this 
terrible disaster reached Madrid, the 
population grew indignant and de- 
manded an accounting of the king, 
whose orders were directly responsi- 
ble for the slaughter. 

But Alphonso wasn’t home. He was 
having a gay time in Deauville at- 
tending the mannequin fashion shows. 
He rushed home post-haste, driving 
himself all the way. In order to fore- 
stall an inquiry by parliament, he 
dissolved the chambers and appoint- 
ed De Rivera to run the country. It 
is for this he is being tried now. 


Of course, the penalty cannot be 
carried out Alphonso is safely in Fon- 
tainebleau in France. But if parlia- 
ment accepts the recommendation of 
the subcommittee, it is certain that all 
the king’s private property in Spain 
will be confiscated and sold for the 
benefit of the unemployed.

which he flayed “lenient” police com- 
mittees and drinking policemen. 

Morris is charged with shooting his 
superior officer on September 19 at 
Peachtree and Fifth streets while the 
latter was bringing him to police head- 
quarters in a department car to an- 
swer to a charge of being drunk on his 
beat. Morris denied that he was drink- 
ing and stated that Barfield was shot 
accidentally when the two scuffled 
over a pistol as the lieutenant at- 
tempted to disarm him. 

Assistant Solicitor Ed A. Stephens 


was the first state speaker to be 
heard Thursday. He denounced drink- 
ing policemen and police committees 
that would allow such a state of 
things to exist. He demanded the death 
penalty. 

Stephens, in criticizing the police 
committee for allowing Morris to re- 
main on the force despite the fact 
that there were at two different times 
liquor charges against him, reminded 
the jurors that drunkenness was no 
excuse for crime, He then read a num- 
ber of legal decisions from Georgia 
courts that decreed that a man was 
responsible for his crimes whether so- 
ber or under the influence of liquor. 

Police Committee Assailed. 

In the closing argument Boykin, es 
Stephens had done, assailed drinking 
policemen and police committees. He 
declured that had police committees in 
the past not shown leniency on two 
occasions and have retained Morris 
after drinking charges had been prov- 
en against him that “Lieutenant Bar- 
field would be alive today.” He ended 
by asking for the death penalty. 

After declaring that Lieutenant 
Barfield would be alive if an “over- 
sympathetic police committee” had not 
“tempered justice and right with 
mercy,” Mr. Boykin assailed policemen 
in general for alleged reluctance on 
the part of some in testifying whether 
Morris was a drinking man or not.

He assailed the committees of 1919 
and 1924 stating that Morris was ar- 
raigned before these committees on 
drinking charges but was not dis- 
charged on either occasion. He insist- 
ed that on these occasions Morris had 
pleaded guilty and that the committee 
was content with a minor punishment 
but would not discharge him, It was 
at this point that he declared Lieu- 
tenant Barfield would be alive had the 
committees on either occasion done 
their duty. 

William Schley Howard, summing up 
for the defense, featured the speaking 
for the day.

Such heat is actual- 
ly warmer than the heat from a radia- 
tor or hot-air furnace or any kind of 
inclosed stove. Radiant heat warms 
your body, the furniture, walls, floors, 
without overheating the air in the 
room. All other kinds of heat have 
to cook the air or at least warm it 
up to an unhygienic degree before 
they can make resting occupant feel 
warm enough. 

So it is good hygiene, as well as good 
living and good cheer, to have some 
kind of open fire in the ote room. 
Even an oil or gas stove that has 
radiant elements which glow when 
heated is desirable if a wood or coal- 
burning fireplace is not available. 

Of course any such heater, except 
electric, must have proper connection 
with the flue or chimney to carry the

products of combustion out of the 
house. There is a menace to health 
in any kind of fuel-burning stove or 
heater in a house if there is no pipe 
to carry the combustion products out 
of the house; there is menace to life 
itself in any portable oil or gas heater 
that is used to heat up a small room, 
such as a bathroom or bedroom, where 
there is no open window ventilation. 

It is a foolhardy thing to go to bed 
at night in a small room heated by an 
oil or gas stove without flue connec- 
tion, unless a window in the room is 
left open all night. If it is extremely 
cold or stormy, then use a cloth win- 
dow screen, a screen made of ordinary 
unbleached muslin. This will give 
enough ventilation to prevent asphyx- 
iation of the sleeper in the night in 
case the stove goes wrong and gives 
off a large amount of carbon monox- 
ide. It is a foolhardy thing to take a 
bath in a small bathroom with an oil 
or gas heater going and no window 
open for ventilation. 

Radiant heat does not dry out the 
air so excessively as steam heat, hot 
water vapor or air furnace. 

_ Radiant heat from whatever source 
is a good thing. Turn it on for good 
health.

DEMOGRATS PLAN 
NEW ORGANIZATION 


Subcommittee To Consid- 
er Revision of Rules at 
Savannah Today. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 3.—(/)- 
Establishment of a “real democratic 
party organization in Georgia” and re- 
vision of existing rules governing the 
state organization will be considered 
by a sub-committee of the state demo- 
eratic executive committee here to- 
morrow. * 

„Ha phazard and unsystematie 
methods should be overthrown and 
remedied, Lawrence S. Camp, chair- 
man of the state committee, said in a 
letter calling the meeting, and perma- 
nent rules should be established which 
would form a closer. bond between 
state, county and city committees. 

A permanent record of party affilia- 
tion of every officeholder in Georgia 
is needed, Mr. Camp said, and this 
record should be kept by the state 
committee. 

There also should be some perma- 
nent rule for “a uniform, fair and 
equitable” hearing when contests for 
office arise, he declared, and a new 
plan for financing any statewide ac- 
tivity of the democratic party should 
be considered. 

“There does not appear to be any 
kind of co-operative connection be- 
tween the state democratic executive 
committee and the democratic execu- 
tive committes of the cities in Geor- 
gia.’ he wrote. “It seems that the 
state committee should be the parent 
organization of all the democratic 
executive committees of the cities, sen- 
atorial districts, congressional dis- 
tricts and counties. 

“There is no uniformity about the 
number of members on the county 
democratic executive committees. It 
seems that there should be some uni- 
formity and a rule should be adopted 
to establish such a plan. 

“The only workable connection be- 
tween the state committee and the 
county committees is during a state 
primary and no method is provided 
whereby county committees are -re- 
quired to advise the state committee 
of dates of county primaries or the 
results of county primaries, and no 
method is now in existence whereby a 
record is kept of political affiliation 
of the officeholders in the several 
counties of Georgia. 

„Wbat is true of county executive 
committees is likewise true of con- 
gressional district executive commit- 
tees and senatorial district commit- 
tees.” 

Mr. Camp said the only rules of the 
state democratic party “are rules 
adopted for the holding of, primary 
elections. No permanent rules or regu- 
lations are in force, leaving the entire 
democratic organization of the state 
haphazard’ and wunsystematic. This 
situation should be corrected and a 
real «democratic party organization in 
Georgia formed.” 

A committee appointed last year 
will report on existing rules and regu- 
lations of the party in Georgia, Mr. 
Camp said, and some action for change 
may be taken.

ON FUTURE COURS: 


LONDON, Dec. 3.—(4)—Mahatma 
Gandhi said tonight he had not yet 
been able to study the implications 
in Prime Minister MacDonald's last 
speech at the Indian round-table con- 
ference sufficiently to decide whether 
he would renew his civil disobedience 
campaign in India: 

In any event, the mahatma added 
in a farewell interview, the decision 
would rest ‘with the nationalist con- 
gress. 

The congress, he explained, would 
be justified in instituting civil dis- 
obedience in given districts if the na- 
tionalists were unable to obtain re- 
dress hy other means. 

“It s a great responsibility for any 
man to call upon a nation to go 
through a fiery ordeal again and 
therefore I shall not lightheartedly 
resume the fight,” he said. 

“The terribly repressive ordinances 
introduced by the viceroy in Bengal, 
however, may upset all calculations 
and may any day precipitate civil 
disobedience, even on a national scale. 
We can not stand by and see the 
manhood of a whole province emascu- 
lated by such tyrannous measures.” 

Pressed for a definite decision on 
the renewal of civil disobedience, 
Gandhi suid: 

“IT have had further talks with Mr. 
MacDonald, Sir Samuel Hoare and 
others, but heard nothing to cause me 
to change my provisional opinion that 
we have reached the parting of the 
ways.”

BANDITS KILL PASTOR 


IN HOLDUP ATTEMPT 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—(#)—The Rev. 
Amos Oyer, 49, a Tabernacle pastor. 
formerly of Lima, Ohio, was shot dead 
last night when he was caught in the 
cross-fire between bandits and a drug 
store owner.

Now South re- 
fused to risk his game by trying the 
club finesse.

The question is not the life of the small group formed here 
a few months ago. It is sure to carry on with at least six mem- 
bers. Or it will force the whole conference to adopt its 
measures. 

The fight is not for the life of the smaller group. 

The unfortunate part of it all was that the idea got 
about that the new group was a bholier-than- thou“ 
group objecting to the methods of others. Some of 
the members of the smaller group did not own records 
any too clear. The new group was formed to bring 
about changes. 

It became known Thursday that the small group is going 
ahead with its organization. Certain amendments will be of- 
fered. Included among them is the abolition of scouting, the 
control of all athletic scholarships by a faculty committee, and 
the forbidding of the recruiting of athletes by any member of 
the college 9 

The New Orleans meeting is to be the most impor- 
tant in the history of southern athletics. The entire 
fabric of the organization is at stake. 

The larger group, if it be sincere, cannot do other than 
adopt the measures offered by the smaller group. The small 
group did not band together because of a feeling that they had 
conducted things better than others but simply to bring forth 


There is sure to be a lively fight. Out of it will 
come one conference with uniform rules or a small one 
and a large one. And the small one, even though it has 
but five or six members, will come out of it with public 
opinion on its side. Not because of what they have 
been but of what they propose.

ahletics. 


NO DIRECTORS’ MEETING. 

Diligent inquiry in Atlanta revealed that there was no meet- 
ing of the Atlanta baseball directors, as reported from West 
Baden, where the baseball meeting is drawing to a close. 

The directors seemed to be pursuing their ordinary 
pursuits. Nothing is slated to come up until the annual 
meeting in January. 

Unless the news from West Baden contradicts me all of a 
sudden, and things happen quickly up there, | would not be sur- 
prised to see Johnny Dobbs back with the Crackers as manager. 

What the Crackers should do, as seen by a disinter- 
ested third party, is take cognizance of public opinion a 
little bit more than in the past. The club needs reor- 
ganization.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 3.—The 
chances are 1 to 2 that the Southern 
conference will explode or dissolve at 
its annual meeting in New Orleans, 
December 17. 

The blunt numerical quotation an- 
nounced above will be pardoned when 
one explains that from the most au- 
thoritative of sources comes the state- 
ment of bald facts to this effect—that 
one of three contingencies will arise 
from the mid-December gathering. 

Hither of two means the 11-year-old 
governing association of leading south- 
ern institutions will carry on. 
other means immediate disruption. 

QUESTIONNAIRE. 


The widespread interest in the com- 
ing meeting of the conference, with its 
proposed big ten, plus the general lack 
of understanding as to its plans and 
workings, necessitates a departure into 
the question and answer style. 

Q—What is the purpose of the pro- 
posed big ten, now a group of eight 
original members—Florida, Tulane, 


Kentucky, Georgia, Georgia Tech, Van- 


derbilt, Auburn and North Carolina? 

A—The group itnends to perform 
all of its duties as Southern confer- 
ence members, to abide by all confer- 
ence rules; but, in addition, to in- 
troduce and be governed by new regu- 
lations that will erase some of the 
evils now within the Southern con- 
ference. 

NEW REGULATIONS. 
Q—What are these new regulations? 
A—They deal chiefly with the elimi- 

nation of recruiting and subsidizing, 
and the provision of à basis of uni- 
form entrance and eligibility require- 
ments. Under the last named head, 
the principal measure is a limitation 
of the number of vocational credits 
by which a high school student gains 
college entrance. 

Q—The senees) impression has beep 
that the South erp conference had 
rules against recru fing and subsidiz- 
ing. Isn’t that so? 

A—Generally, yes. But not enforced 
strictly. Under the proposed regula- 
tions of the new group there will be 
no chance for violation. 

COMMISSIONER. 

Q—Why? 

A—A 8338 will be appoint- 
ed who understands fully the situa- 
tion. He will make monthly trips to 
each school, inspecting all records 
scholarships, tuition, grades, etc. He'll 
discover anything crooked. 

Q—What will be the first move 
of this new group at the Southern 
conference meeting in New Orleans 
December 17? 

A—A set of amendments to the 
Southern conference constitution will 
be presented. If adopted unanimously 
by the other 15 schools in the con- 
ference, there will be no need for the 
smaller group. It will dissolve, and 
the Southern conference will start 
anew with rules on entrance require- 
ments, recruiting and subsidizing that 
will be enforced. 

IT ALL DEPENDS. 
Q.—What about the commissioner? 
A.—If the entire conference adopts 

the amendments, there will be three 
or four commissioners—regional com- 
missioners. 

Q.—All right, that’s one chance for 
the conference to continue to exist. 
What if the proposed amendments of 
the smaller group are rejected? 

A.—The smaller group still will re- 
main in the conference, but its mem- 
bers will play only schools that abide 
by its rules, 

Q.—That makes two chances for 


the Southern conference to carry on. 


What is the chance to dissolve? 

A.—It has been said that some of 
the schools outside the group will in- 
troduce a measure at New Orleans 
providing that no members of the 
Southern conference are allowed to 
form smaller groups within the con- 
ference. If this is passed, and if the 
proposed amendments of the smaller 
group are rejected, the members of 
the smaller group will withdraw from 
the conference. 

SIX ASSURED. 

Q.—Is it certain that all of the 
original eight members of the small- 
er group will stick with it? 

A.—No, only six are assured. 

Q.—Why? 

A.—It is understood that Duke and 
North Carolina State have brought 
pressure on the University of North 
Carolina. It is said that one other 
college was not fully satisfied with 
the original formation of the smaller 
group 

Old the smaller group go 
ahead with six members? 

A.—Absolutely, 

Q.—What about Alabama and Ten- 
nessee? Will they come in?? 

A.—Tennessee was frantic to get 
changed, or rather cooled off. Ala- 
bama seems more likely to enter. 

TO HONOR CONTRACTS. 

Q.—Suppose neither Tennessee nor 
Alabama entered. What about the 
contract Vanderbilt has with both 
schools for games? 

A.—The teams would play until the 
contracts expired. Then Vanderbilt 
would schedule no more games with 
either. 

Q.—And is the meeting in New Or- 
leans December 17 important? 

—The most important in the his- 
tory of southern athletics. The pres- 
ent Southern conference, with its in- 
ability to enforce rules, is at a stand- 
still. The new group, whether it has 
6 or members, may not know ex 
actly where it’s going, but it’s on 
e way.

“Too many of them try to block 
with their heads and necks,” Hunk 
Anderson, Notre Dame coach, said re- 
cently.

“Too many tackle with their heads 
down in place-of up,” Fielding Yost 
offered. “The neck should be bent 
bdckward, not bowed downward.” 


Checking Injuries. 


I have asked six or seven 
coaches, and all agree that uaskill- 
ed blocking has been at least part- 
ly responsible for the heavy cas- 
ualty list. This is shown in the 
number of high school injuries, 
representing most o? the season’s 
fatalities. 


Good blocking takes much more time 
to learn than the average player has 
at his command. Tack Hardwick, one 
of the greatest of all blockers, spent 
an hour or so almost every day 
through an entire summer developing 
his art. Only a long, hard s ring prac- 
tice can build up high class blockers, 
especially for the October games. 


It is a certainty the next football 
rules committee will abolish every- 
thing in the game connected with fly- 
ing wedges, by which so much damage 
has been done this season. The kick- 
off alone, without any such wedge, is 
one of the roughest parts of the game, 
since ball carrier, blocker and tatkler 
can all work up to top speed before 
the collision takes place. 

The impact after a kickoff is 
often terrific, especially when 
some big, fast back happens to be 
running the ball back after a fily- 
ing start. : 

There will be lengthy discussions 
about abolishing the kickoff entirely, 
and it may have to go, The fact that 
it is one of the most exciting plays 
of the game is unimportant if it hap- 
pens to be too rough a maneuver. The 
31 deaths and the long string of in- 
juries already reported are Sure to 
bring out the most careful considera- 
tion on the part of the rule makers 
that .football has known in many 
years, 


Off-Side Plays. 
Yale showed marked improvement 
in her two most recent games, It 
will be interesting to see whether this 
improvement can hold against a strong 
Holy Cross team, which is no push- 
around for anybody. This game will 
be one of the features of the Yale 
Bowl hullabaloo, in which Brown and 
Dartmouth also will have a close argu- 
ment. There will be a flock of fine 
backs to watch in this three-cornered 
scramble. 
It might be remarked again that 
N. V. U. will see two of the sea- 
son's leading stars in McEver 
and Hickman, of Tennessee—and 
that Tennessee will run against 
one of the best lines and one of 
the hardest running backfields the 
Volunteers have faced all year.

They never ex- 
pected McEver to play anything 
again, much less football. 

But surgeons built a new knee cap, 
even putting in an artificial ligament. 
For several months MeEver was un- 
able to walk, then there was a longer 
period when the right leg was almost 
completely stiff. 

The Tennessee mentor said he re- 
garded MeEver as a better back than 
either Bobby Dodd or Buddy, Hack- 
man, of last year’s undefeated eleven. 

DUBIOUS OF GAME. 

Notwithstanding his high praise of 

McEver, the visiting coach is none too 
eonfident of the outcome of Satur- 
day’s battle with the Violets. 
_ “Georgia told us the Violets were 
the best team they had faced this sea- 
son, not excepting Tulane, so I’m just 
a little dubious about what we'll do 
against them,“ he said.
